1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art of record. The 
subject matter not found is an infusion apparatus comprising a medication reservoir for storing a 
medication, a carrier reservoir for storing a carrier, a mixing chamber being a micro fluidic chip 
having a capillary pathway, an outlet port fluidly connected to the mixing chamber, and a bolus 
port disposed between the mixing chamber and the outlet port, in combination with the features 
of the invention substantially as claimed.
